Peculation 

The  Registrar  G-eneral*  s estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  10,580  - an  increase  of  10  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Ra,te

The  number  of  live-births  was  13O  - a decrease  of  14  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  crude  birthrate  was  accordiiRl-y  12. 29;  when  this 
is  adjusted  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral'  5 Comparability  Factor  which  is 
computed  from  a population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution, 
the  rate  becomes  13*64  which  is  lower  than  that  of  I6.5  for  England 
and  ¥/ales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  v/as  4(2  M,  2 F)  , and  the 
stillbirth  rate  was  accordingly  29*85  v/hich  v;as  higher  than. that  of  20.7  For  _ 
England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Pour  infant  deaths  (3  M,  1 F)  were  also  registered  and  the  infantile 
mortality  ra.te  Viras  30*77  in  comparison  with  that  of  22.0  for  England  and 
Wales.

Peri-nata.1  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  are  associated  with  similar 
causes,  and  careful  ante-natal  supervision  and  obstetric  skill  are  pre- 
requisite to  prevent  avoidable  deaths. 


(it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  figures  are  too  small  for 
valid  statistical  componisons,  as  small  fluctuations  in  these  figures 
influence  the  rates  disproportionatel30  * 


Maternal  Deaths  and  Me 


This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnoncy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion. 


Tota.l  Deaths  and  Rates 

The  total  nximber  of  deaths  from  all  causes  v;a,s  I30  (67  M.  63  F. ) and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  12.29;  after  adjustment  by  the 
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Registrn,r  General's  Comparability  Factor,  a.s  for  births,  the  rate  is 
reduced  to  10.20,  compared  with  that  of  11.6  for  England  end  T/Vales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths,  as  in  previous  years,  was  Heart 
and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nerwous  System 
which  are  the  penultimate  natural  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 

Of  these,  there  were  67* 

Disease  of  the  Coronony  Artery  of  the  Heart  is  however  not  solely  a 
senile  disease  for  it  claims  many  victims  in  middle-age  when  their 
responsibilities  are  at  their  highest.  There  were  twenty-fovir  of  these 
deaths,  10  male  and  14  female;  usually  these  deaths  predominate  in 
males.  The  ages  at  death  ranged  from  43  to  92  years. 

Cancer  was  the  second  highest  cause  of  deaths,  as  usual;-,  of  which 
there  were  24.  The  majorit3^  of  these  vero  amongst  the  aged  v/ho  are 
inclined  to  procrastinate  in  seeking  medical  advice  until  the  disease 
becomes  well  established  when  modern  treatment,  which  could  be  completely 
curative  in  the  earlier  stages,  can  only  cat  most  be  palliative. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  six  deaths,  five  males  and  cne  female.  The 
ages  at  death  were  61 , 62,  62,  63,  68  and  69  years.  The  hypothesis  that 
the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  over  a prolonged  period,  particularly  in 
excess,  is  a contributory  or  primary  cause  has  wei^ty  national  statistical 
evidence  to  support  its  many  advocates. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  heterogeneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

There  wa.s  no  death  caused  by  Infectious  Disea,se. 

Infectious  Diseases 


Measles 


The  expected  bi-ennial  outbrealc  of  Mea,sles  occurred,  11 8 cases 
having  been  notified.  Measles  is  primarily  an  infection  of  school-children 
who  carry  it  bank  to  their  younger  brothers  and  sisters.  The  disccase  is 
most  infectious  before  the  typical  rash  appears  and  this  catarrhal  stage 
is  confused  with  the  common  cold  by  parents  who  continue  to  send  their 
children  to  school, wiiere  the  virus  is  rapidly  disseminated  in  the  close 
contact  of  the  classrooms. 

Infoiits  should  be  shielded  from  infection  as  long  as  possible  as 
its  chief  complication,  namely  Broncho-pneimonia  nay  rapidly  and  seriously 
superpose.  Other  serious  but  uncommon  complications  are  Otitis  Media 
and  Acute  Encephalitis. 

Gamma  globulin  is  available  for  passive  immunity  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall  and  has  occasionally  been  used  to  protect 
an  exposed  susceptible  child  v^ho  was  suffering  from  some  other  serious 
illness. 

Sca.rlet  Fever 

Pour  sporo.dic  cases  were  notified.  This  illness  in  its  present 
phase  is  mild  a.nd  most  patients  are  treated  at  home  unless  their  social 
or  domestic  circumstances  are  unsuitable.  Otitis  Media  v/ith  or  without 
Otorrhoea  is  an  occasional  complication,  but  the  more  serious  complications 
such  as  Nephritis  and  Endo-ccixditis  are  nov/  relatively  rare.  Type  12 
of  the  Haemolytic  Streptococcus  is  knov/n  to  be  capable  of  causing  Acute 
Nephritis. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  isolated  case  v;as  notified,  caused  by  the  most  common  Food 
Poisoning  organism,  namely  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  The  source  of  the

could  not  be  troced  as  no  specimen  of  food  from  the  suspected  meal 
had  been  left  over. 


Poliomyelitis 

One  oase  of  Acute  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  January. 

The  po,tient  vras  a male,  aged  19  years,  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  and 
who  had  travelled  to  and  fro  from  London  several  times  weekly.  The 
paralyses  chiefly  affected  the  R.  leg,  a,nd  apart  from  residual  disability 
in  this  leg,  he  made  a satisfactory  recovery. 


There  are  sound  reasons  for  optimism  that  vaccination  is  placing  a 
barrier  against  outbreaks  of  this  serious  disease.  A following  table 
gives  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  during  the  year  and  now  that 
sufficient  quantities  of  vaccine  o,re  avaAla-ble  to  include  those  of  forty 
years  or  oinder,  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  come  forward  in  response  to  the 
national  and  local  publicity  ca,mpaigns.  Vaccination  may  be  arranged 
through  the  Practitioners  or  through  the  Public  Eea,lth  Clinics. 


No  cases  of  this  distressful  children' s illness  were  notified  and 
it  is  probable  tha,t  the  increasing  number  of  children  being  vaccinated 
is  also  planing  a barrier  a,gainst  outbreaks  of  this  disease.  If  so, 
this  will  represent  another  ma„jor  triumph  for  preventive  medicine. 

Other  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

No  other  ca,ses  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  in  the 
District  throughout  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

Two  nevj  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  v^ere  notified,  both 
in  the  older  age-groups  (see  table).  There  were  no  cases  in  the 
adolescent  age-group  which  prior  to  1950  contained  the  highest  na,tional 
notification  rctte.  In  this  age-group  a large  number  of  ' school-lea^vers' 
.are  being  vaccinated  by  the  B. CoG-.  vaccine  to  ranse  the  level  of  immunity, 
a.lso  complemented  by  increasing  resistance  due  to  improved  nutritional 
and  environmental  standards. 


One  nev/  case  of  Non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  (R.  knee  joint)  was 
notified.  The  fact  that  only  Designated  Milks  may  be  sold  v/ithin  the 
District  should  reduce  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  to 
a minimal  level. 


To  epitomize,  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  may  be  regarded 
as  ho,ving  been  very  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for 
your  interest  and  support  in  the  work  f the  Department  and  also  the  staff 
for  their  efficient  co-operation.

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour  with 
a Dennis  15  cubic  rear  loading  barrier  type  covered  refuse  vehicle  having 
a separate  salva.ge  compartment.  Three  driver/loaders  are  employed  in  this 
work. 


The  major  part  of  the  district  is  covered  by  a fortnightly  collection 
with  a weekly  collection  in  the  town  area  of  YHyc  md  a four-weekly  collection 
in  certain  scattered  and  less  populated  .areas. 

Pour  refuse  tips  arc  in  use  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse,  the  first 
being  near  Drylcnds  F.arm,  Molash,  the  second  at  Yifhite  Kill,  Boughton  Aluph, 
the  third  at  the  Kent  County  Quarry,  Aldington,  and  the  fourth  at  Granary 
Court  Load,  Smeeth.  T'wo  of  these  refuse  tips  consist  of  large  disused 
chalk  pits,  one  the  disused  part  of  a rock  quarry  and  the  fourth  is  a very 
large  disused  sandpit.
